Thank you to Alliance for Animals members and supporters who took the time to contact your state 
representatives. We've heard that those contacts were often lawmakers' first inkling that the UW was 
up to another of their shady last minute lobbying tricks. 



Bill Lueders, president of the Wisconsin Freedom of Information Council was quoted in a follow up 
article in the Journal Sentinel and in the Sheboygan Press: 

"The open-records law already allows the UW to deny requests if it can cite a legitimate public policy 
reason for doing so. This would create a broad exemption for a whole category of records, whether or 
not any harmful consequences of disclosure can be identified. It is likely to be over-applied, and 
abused." 

We can't know with certainty, but their inability to find a lawmaker to introduce their amendment 
exempting their use of animals from the state open records laws, could easily have been the result of 
us alerting our own representatives to the fact. Read more here:

I agree to pay any reasonable copying and postage fees of not more than $20. If the cost would be greater than this amount, please 
notify me. Please provide a receipt indicating the charges for each document. 

I would request your response within ten (10) business days. 

If you choose to deny this request, please provide a written explanation for the denial including a reference to the specific statutory 
exemption(s) upon which you rely. Also, please provide all segregable portions of otherwise exempt material. 



Please be advised that I am prepared to pursue whatever legal remedy necessary to obtain access to the requested records. I would note 
that violation of the open records law can result in the award of court costs, attorney fees and actual damages of not less than $100. 1 
would further note that if a court determines that your noncompliance with the law was arbitrary or capricious, it may award me 
punitive damages and fine you up to $1,000. See Wis. Stat. Sec. 19.37(2)-(4).
